RAXrsL O. JOINBR, 2413 Christopher Street, Orand 
Prairie, Texas, advised that his two sons, ROY and RAYMOND 
JOINBR, ages 18 and 16, respectively, have frequently engaged 
la picketing protests against integration and integration 
groups. JomsR advised, however, that he has discussed this 
natter with his two sons on several occasions, and definitely 
does not recall ROY or RAYMOND discussing the assassination 
of anyone, including President KBOTODY, either before or after 
Hovenaber 22, 1963. 

He stated that, as of the last few months, he has 
restricted his sons' visits to their uncle, bobbix JOINER, 
inasBuich as BOBBIE has caused his sons some police trouble 
because of his radicsl views and he, therefore, felt it wise 
not to allow his sons to accompany BOBBIE JOIHER on any of his 
frequent picketing tripe. 

JOINER advised further he has been in constant contact 
with all other members of the JOINER family residing in the Grand 
Prairie, Texas, area and does not recall the disctission of the 
assassination of President nlswEDx having come up in any conversa- 
tion between them. 
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
